'The proper spelling of this name is Peres, hut it has always 
been spelled. ‘Felps! by those of the name which settled in 
Lincoln Co., Zemnessee in the early part of the nineteenth 
century. 
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Britain Felps, a North Carolinian hy birth, was the first of 
the Felps name to settle in Lincoln Co., Tennessee and is the 
founder of the family in thst section. On Deed Book A-l page 
53 in the office of the register of Lineoln Co,, Tenn, there 
is registered a deed from gacoh Waggoner to Britain Felps dated 
Feb, 10, 1810 ..conveying 125, acres of land, This deed recites: 
That said Jaco® Wazgoner has sold unto the said Brittain Felps 
a certain tract or “parcel of land lying and being in the 
county of Lincoln on the waters of Hulberry including the im- 
provements where nEoe the said Felps now lives, containing 125 
a, which wag entered and patented in the name of Newton Cannon, 
This deed was witnessed by Hardy Eolman and Andrew Waggoner, 


Another deed dated Jan, 27th, 1824, registered in deed book 

G-1 page 119, in said. foe s office is from Boia Felps 

to Brittain Felps, and conveying the interest of Kelin Felps 351 
in the estate of Thomas Felps to Brittain Felps. 






On page 290 of Ceed. Book G-1 is registered a deed from George 
Ingie to Brittain Felps, dated Jan. 13, 1825, and another deed. 
from Ingle to said #elps conveying 11 a. of land, is dated 
Jan, 18, 1825, an¢ is registered in deed book G- it. page 288 in 
said office. - 
Brittain Felps and wife Susan (Waggoner) Felps and Jacob Wag- 
goner, brother of Susan Felps, were North Carolinians who came 
to Tenn, ahout the year 1800, 


It is a tradition of the family that they first settled. near 
Nashville, Tenn. where they remained for a year or.so, or per~ 
haps as long as three years, after which they came to "Lincoln 
Co., Tenn. Brittain felps settled in that section of the county 
called Gattistown on the farm, on which Thomas Mitchell now. 
lives and ownes (1925). 


Their son, Thomas Felps, was born at this place, the Felps 
home then being a small log cabin like those of the early 
settlers of this country, Bzekiel Felps sn older son of 








Brittain Felps and wife Susan, was a baby when the Felps emi- 
grates to Teng, Peo horton Carplimis Sha trio from North 

Csrotina to Tenn, was made cn -horsohack and Susan carried 
Exzokiei in her lan from North Car olina to Te em, 


Brittain Felps on ‘uly 15th, 1826, ny a deed bearing that date 


recorded in deed hook G-l1 page 478 in the office of the register 
of Lincoln Co,, Tern, acquired a tract of land from Collins or 
Colin Campbell containing 640 acres. This was the land on West 
iulberry Creek ag. the. deed. recites owneé. by Brittain Felps when 
he died, ‘The tract is now in the 8th Civil District of Foore 
Co, ,°-fean, 


Brittain Felps diec. many years ago, prior to his wife, the latter — 
dying sometime just ‘efore the beginning of the Civil War. 2 


Mrs, R.A, Parks, a grand-daughter of the Felps, horn in the 

year _, remembers her epandmother Susan, also does irs. 

Matt Dickey another epand-daughter-but neither remembers their 
grandfather, 3ut irs, Dickey remembers being at a burying when 
quite small but she can not say whether it was that of her 
grandfather, Brittain, or that of her Uncle John, a son of 
Brittain. . Urs. rarks and Mrs, Dickey agree that their grand- 
mother, Susan was very old when they first remember her, and that 
she died before the beginning of the Civil War. They describe 
her as a stockily built woman, low of statue, “lue eyed and of 
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fair complexion; that her hair was very thin and white, but that 
they have always understood that the natural color of her hair 
was sandy or reddish. | She was thoroughly Dutch, and had a 
Dutch Bible, from which she would. sometimes read, She was born 
in Worth Carolina, during the Revolutionary War, Mrs. Parks says 
has been her understanding. 


Susan would often relate things that happened in her North Caro~ 
lina home during this war, One of which was that when the 
'Tory' army was passing her home one of the army stragglers, a 
woman, left a chile with the family which was kept and raised 

by them, being namec. soe. , 


Prior to her death on July 24, 1903, Roy H. varks secured a 
statement from irs, Jean (called 'Jane') Holt, his grandmother 
who was the daughter of Erittain ana Susan Waggoner Felps. 

In this statement urs, Jean Holt says she was born in Lincoln 
Co., Tem, June 26, 1822; that her fathers full name was 
Brittain Felps, and that he always so Signed his name, That 
he wag born in North Carolina near the Yadkin River, and the 
maiden name of the mother of Brittain Felps was Jean Smith, 
That dean Smith was born in Rowan Co., North Carolina (and in 
this connection ors, varks says she always understood that 
Jean Sm th Felps lived near Salisburg, N, Carolina, the county 
seat of Rowan Co.) The brothers anc sisters of Brittain 
Felps (also spelled. Sritton & Brittain) were: Abner Felps ur., 
Ferby, a sister who marricd Ned Williams; John Felps; Thomas 
Felps; Samuel Felps; William #elps; Keeling or Keelin Felps: 
Ezekiel Felps, Sv., Zddie who married Owen Porman; and Jean 


or Jennie who marrieé Frank Williams. sne states that Brittain 
Felps father was namec. Abner Felps and that Abner Felps, as she 
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supposes emigrated from England, and settled in ©, Carolina.

She states further that Susan Waggoner was born during the Kev- 


olutionary War in Zowan Co., 8. Carolina, Mrs, Holt pronounced 
the name as if spelled Koanne, 


That Susan died at the beginning of the Civil War on West Mul- 
berry Creek in what was then Lincoln Co., Tenn; and that she is 
buried in the Cariger Graveyard near what is the village of 
Booneville, Lincoln Co., Tenn. She states that Susan was Dutch 
and was educated in the Dutch lansuage, and spoke English with 
an accent, Susans father's name was Jake_ Waggoner , he was not 

a soldier of the Hevolutionary war. Ee was a cripple, and a 
patriot, Jake Wagzonor was Dutch also and had emigrated to 
North Carolina Trom airope, Jake Waggoner lived and died in 
North Carolina, is huried there. 











The mother of Susan (Yagzgoner) was Kate Yant- Yant was her 
maiden name, she was Dutch and spoke Dutch-never spoke English 
at all. She died in Lincoln Co,, Tenn, Katie Yant was born 


in Germany anc emigreted from that country to ', Carolina.

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She states that David Waggoner, Uncle of Susan, was a Revolu- 
tionary soldier, She states that Brittain Felps -(X) her 

father died July 16, 1847, on West Mulberry Creek, and was 
buried in the Carriger Graveyard, She states that Brittain and 
Susan were married, she supposes about 20 years after the kev- 
olutionary War; that they married before coming to Tennessee. 
That they first settled near Nashville on the Stone River and 
from there moved to rte Mulberry Creek in Lincoln Co. and then 
to West Eulberry Creek where they lived until they died, M[rs, 
Holt says that etna and Susan (Waggoner) Felps had 13 
children namely: E@ith, Katie, Davy, Jake, Susan, Tom, srittain, 
Ezekiel, John, Fop, Je an, Sallie, Jasper also called Jasper New- 
ton. David Felps lived and died in Texas near Austin. Brittain 
lived and died in Texas near Austin too, Jean Felps married 
Jordan Cain Holt as a second hushand.

name was Jake, anc he was regarded as a very mean negro, while

Sisting of swords anc @ uniform, was found in this negro's

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Felps, but was alvays regarded. as a mean and dangerous negro, 
Mrs, Dickey has heard her father, Thomas Felps, say a number of 
times that Brittain Felps (his father) made thirteen trips back 
to Kk, Carolina to assist in winding up the estate of his parents 
and the parents of his wife, Susan-that these trips were mace on 
horseback, their little dog accompained them on each trip..

Ebenezer Titus is not only my ancestor, but is the forefather of 
many other Lincoln Gounty researchers, peing the father-in-law of 
William Crawford (1780-1859) by his first marriage to Rachel Titus. 
They were the parents of — ten children and have many descendants. 

Tn the first entry of the published version, which states, "Rac- « 
hel M.B. Titus, deceased. Oct. the __ the year of our Lord 1795, at 
lh. o'clock in the morn. Aged sixty three years, after bearing seven 
children, she lived til after the death of three, to wit, John, 
Arthur and Moses Bowers." This should read, "John, Arthur and Moses 
Bowen." Looking further in xeroxed copies of the handwritten form of 
the William Crawford Bible, put not in the published version were 
these entries: . - 

"John Bowen was marryed March 5, 1756 

John Bowen was born Aprile 10th 1757 

Arther (Arthur) Bowen was born Aug 23rd 1758 
Ann Bowen was born Aprile 26th 1760 

Moses Bowen was born June 10th 1762 _ 
Rebacha (Rebecca) Bowen was born Janry 20th 1764 
William Bowen was born March 6, 1766 = |; 
Elizabeth Bowen was born Nov. 30th, 1767 ".. 


Here was a list of seven children, the children of John Bowen. Could 
they also be the children of Rachel M.B.? Three of these were of the 
same names as those who had died before their mother, Rachel M.B., 


_they were, John, Arthur and Moses. This matter certainly deserved 


the effort to search further. Just prior to the account of John 
Bowen's marriage, and in the same Bible, "John Bowen Deceased 
August llth at 9 o'clock in the morning, the year of our Lord 1768 
Aged 31 years." Research led to an account of the family of John 
Bowen, Jr, and his wife, Rachel Mathews, in Kegley's Virginia Fron- 
tier, on page 367. It tells of the marriage of John and Rachel 
Mathews Bowen ~ Rachel M.B.?! In his will, on same page, John Bowen 
names his wife, Rachel, and six of the above children. Only Arthur 
was left out, which suggests that he died before his father. 

The next question, obviously, was, could Rachel M.B. have been the 
mother of our Rachel Titus? Probably not, since she died in LT9D 
when she was sixty three years old and would have been fifty when ~ 
Rachel Titus was born in 1782. To bear out this fact was that her 
death notice stated that she. had born seven children, If her family: « 
was proud enough to mention this, wouldn't they have peen even more 
proud to note that ‘she had more than seven? It would make matters 
easier if we: didn't have to ‘continue our search for an earlier. 
marriage for our Ebenezer Titus, of whom we are so proud, but in my 
opinion, we owe him at least. that much - to keep trying. In the 
pook, Three Tennessee Pioneer Documents, published by the Tennessee 


Historical Commission in 1964, we find our Ebenezer's name as @ sig- »- 


ner of the Cumberland Compact, and in the Minutes of the Cumberland 
Court, at almost all of the meetings. His son, James Titus, went to. 
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went on to Madison County, Ala. as the only member of a one-man Sen- 
ate, and finally, to East Texas with his brother, George. The Titus. 
family were true pioneers, and ancestors to be proud of, by an stand- 
ards, , a cS m : 

Of the rest of the Bowen children, there is also this - under 
"Deaths" "Elizabeth B.C. (Bowen, Clark) Banet died June 15th, 1824 
Aged 57 years" Subtracting 57 from 1824, we come up with the year 
1767, which agrees with the date of birth given for’ Elizabeth. Bowen. 
Davidson County, Tenn, records state that. she was married to Lardner 
Clark, ‘ge ang: 8 - eae or eee 

"Nancy B, Mathews Died July’___ 1807. Aged 47 years." (This is 
Ann Bowen, third.child of John and Rachel Mathews Bowen, She was 
born in 1760, and married John Mathews, a cousin.). .-

- Rebecca B, Frazor Died May 1835, Aged 71 years" (Rebecca Bowen 
married Daniel Frazor/Frazer ) , 


‘Subtracting aged at death from. year, of death, it all fits together, 
and we come up with their year of birth as previously given. The 
birthdates of the children of Ebenezer Titus are given also and the 
dates of death of his two daughters, Pheby T, Renick, who died Sept. 
1815 at the age of 35, and Rachel Crawford "daughter of Ebenezer Titus, 
died on the 25th of June in the year of our Lord 1841, Aged 58 years, 
10 months, 24 days," : } 


An error which should be corrected. The next entry under Rachel 
Crawford's death, was this, "Nancy T.P. Arendail, daughter of the 
above Rachel Crawford Died September 9th, 1843, lacking one day of 
being. 33 years." This in the original, handwritten Bible. In the 
published account, on page 133 Vol. 2 LCT Bible Records, it says that 
she was the daughter of Ebenezer Titus. Ebenezer didn't have a 
daughter named Nancy.

John M, Stone, who entered the army shortly after the war..broke out, 
ere he had attained man's estate, and served his country long and well 
on the terrible battlefields of the South, is a potent factor in sus- 
taining and extending the agricultural interests of Johnson County. 
His farm, ‘lying.on section 23, Elvira Township, is finely improved, 
and is one ‘of the most desirable places in the neighborhood. 
Mr, Stone. was born in Lincoln County, Tenn., November 27, 1842. 

His father, James Stone, was a native of the same county, while his 
grandfather, Moses Stone, is thought to have been a native of North 


Carolina, and was an early settler of Lincoln County, where he spent 
his last years. . ee, . . : 


The father of our subject was reared and married in Tennessee, He 
served in the Indian, War in Florida, and, received a land warrant for 
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(Cont'd John M, Stone) 


one hundred and sixty acres of land for his services. After his mar- 
riage he settled in his native State on 4 tract of land that his 
father gave him, In 1843 he decided to try his fortunes in Missouri, 
and emigrated thither with his wife and three children, traveling with 
a team, and cooking and camping on the way at nightfall for 4 period 
of seven weeks. Arriving at his destination in Hickory County, he 
entered a tract of Government land, and his first work was to puild 4 
log cabin to shelter his family. In 1858 he went into Arkansas pro~ 
specting, but did not find a location that suited him, and continuing 
his journey he came to Tllinois and selected Johnson County for his 
future home. He rented land and resided nere until his death, April 
1, 1868. His worthy wife survives him, and makes her home with her 
children . Her name was Mildred Reese before marriage, and she was 
porn in Bedford County, Va., October 1, 1820, Her father, Robert 
Reese, was likewise a native of that county, and was 4 son of Berry 
and Sarah Reese. He removed from Virginia to Tennessee in, 1832, 
pought land in Lincoln County, Tenn., and improved a farm, upon which 
he dwelt until his life was rounded out by his death, The maiden 
name of his wife was Nancy Minor. She was porn in the same Virginia 
county that he was, and was a daughter of William and Mildred (St. 
John) Minor, The parents of our subject had eight children, two sons 
and six daughters. 

John M. Stone, of this sketch, was an infant when the family re- 
moved to Missouri. There were no free schools whatsoever where they 
lived, and all were taught on the subscription plan, the one that our 
subject attended being held in @ log house that had no floor, and was 
heated by a fireplace, while the furniture was of the most primitive 
home manufacture. ‘The seats were made by splitting logs, hewing one 
side smooth, and inserting wooden pins for legs, and they had no 
packs and no desks in front. The family being poor, young Stone be- 
gan at an early period of his career to assist in its support. He 
wade his home beneath the parental roof until 1861. In August of that 
year he volunteered his services to help save _the Old Flag from dis- 
honor, enlisting in Company B, Thirty-first Illinois Infantry, com- 
manded by John A, Logan. He acted well his part as a soldier in the 
many battles in which he took part, among which we may mention the 
following: Belmont, where he received a flesh wound in the arm, 
which was the only mark of the enemy's skill in shooting of which he 
could boast throughout his long experience in the army; after Bel- 
mont, Ft. Henry, Ft. Donelson, Shiloh, siege of Corinth, Champion 
Hill, Reymond, and the siege and capture of Vicksburg. He veteran- 
ized in January, 1864, and was granted a furlough of thirty days. He 
then rejoined his command at Clifton, Tenn., in season to take part 
in the battle waged at that point, and subsequently accompanied Gen. 
Sherman on his famous campaign to Atlanta, and from that city to the 
sea with the victorious army, and still onward to Washington through 
the Carolinas and by way of Petersburgh and Richmond to the capital 
of the Nation, where our subject and his comrades participated in the 
Grand Review of the Union forces, From there his regiment was sent 
to Louisville, and thence to Springfield, where it was honorably dis- 
charged in July 1865, after a long and bitter experience of the hor-~ 
rors of war, extending over 4 period of four years. 

_ Soon after his. return Mr. Stone bought forty acres of land in El- 
vira Township, which he occupied until 1878, when he purchased his 
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_ present farm on section 23 of the same township. It is a well-kept 
“farm of one hundred and eighty acres, of which one hundred and fifty 
acres are in a fine state of cultivation, and it is amply provided 
with good buildings for every needed purpose, Our subject has his 
place well stocked with @ good class of cattle, horses and hogs. 

Mr. Stone is a worthy member of the Grand Army of the Republic, be- 


' longing to Vienna Post No. 221. He and his wife are also closely 


identified with the religious elevation of the community as active 
members of the Missionary Baptist Church. 

Mr. Stone was first married to Miss Mary Kennedy, in November, 
1866, She was born in Kentucky, and was a daughter of Jefferson and 
Polly Kennedy. She died in June, 1871, leaving two children, Clem- 
entine and Austin. The second marriage of our subject was with Chris- 
tiana Doudy, who was born in Stoddard County, Mo., June 7, 1851, and 
is a daughter of Thomas and Eliza (Riddle) Doudy, who were natives of 
North Carolina, and were pioneers of Stoddard County. Mr. and Mrs. 
Stone have eight children living: Minnie Belle, Frank, Florence, 
Rollin, Edgar, Lemuel, Bessie and Dolly.
